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Yom  Kippur  Appeal 
For  The  Building  Fund 
By  Rabbi  Nadich 

Asks  Every  Member  To  “Add  A  Gift” 


DATES  SET  FOR  DEDICATION  OF  NEW  BUILDING 
Week-Long  Series  of  Ceremonies 


In  a  stirring  Yom  Kippur  sermon  based 
on  his  recent  experiences  in  Poland,  Rabbi 
Nadich  called  on  every  member  of  the 
Synagogue  who  was  able  to  do  so  to 
“add  a  gift  to  the  Building  Fund  this  year 
so  that  the  new  building  will  be  com¬ 
pleted  and  furnished  without  incurring 
costly  debt.” 

Rabbi  Nadich  said  that  “The  new 
building  represents  the  achievement  of  a 
long-time  goal  and  all  of  us  have  reason 
to  be  proud  of  this  superb  accomplish¬ 
ment.  The  magnificent  classrooms,  the 
fine  library  facilities  and  a  dozen  other 
comforts,  ranging  from  the  large  and 
beautiful  Hall  of  Worship  to  a  magnificent 
Sukkah  and  playground  on  the  roof.  We 
have  much  for  which  we  are  thankful  to 
God.  It  is  a  turning  point  for  the  growth 
of  our  Congregation.  Already  we  have  the 
largest  school  enrollment  and  congre¬ 
gational  membership  in  our  history.  Only 
one  thing  remains  to  make  the  Dedication 
ceremony  an  unconditional  success.  We 
must  cover  the  final  phase  of  construction 
and  furnishings  on  a  pay-as-you-go  basis. 
This  Congregation  has  historically  demon¬ 
strated  its  vision,  its  courage  and  its 
generosity.  Let  us  not  falter  as  we  reach 
the  final  phase.  Let  us  all  participate  in 
the  joy  of  the  accomplishment.” 

Although  the  building  was  not  fully 
completed  for  the  High  Holy  Days,  the 
elegant  new  Hall  of  Worship  was  open  for 
its  First  official  use  during  Rosh  Hashanah 
and  Yom  Kippur  Services.  More  than 
800  congregants  attended  and  gave  the 
attractive  facilities  high  praise,  even  while 
the  new  sound  system  was  being  tested 
■and  “de-bugged.” 

In  the  new  Appleman  Chapel  and  other 
areas  in  the  building  services  were  con¬ 
ducted  for  more  than  three  hundred 
children  assembled  for  worship  for  the 
first  time  in  their  new  building. 

Everywhere  there  was  a  sense  of  excite¬ 
ment  and  delight  with  the  comfort  and 
attractiveness  of  the  new  surroundings. 
“We  waited  a  long  time  but  it  was  worth 
waiting  for,”  said  one  long-time  member, 
and  this  was  clearly  the  sentiment  which 
prevailed  throughout  the  Days  of  Awe. 


The  Dedication  of  the  new  building  is  scheduled  for  Sunday,  November  30  at  3  P.M. 
It  is  expected  that  construction  work  will  be  completed  and  the  Rapoport  sculptures 
installed  on  the  facade  of  the  building. 

The  week  coincides  with  the  beginning  of  Hanukkah,  which  means  “dedication”  —  a 
particularly  appropriate  time  for  Dedication  ceremonies. 

Among  the  speakers  will  be  Dr.  Abram  L.  Sachar,  Chancellor  Emeritus  of  Brandeis 
University,  who  participated  in  the  Dedication  ceremonies  of  the  Milton  Steinberg  House 
in  1954.

Mr  Cummings  is  a  major  figure  in  the 
American  business  community  and  a  noted 
philanthropist.  At  the  Park  Avenue  Syna¬ 
gogue  he  has  been  an  enthusiastic  sponsor 
of  the  Annual  Friday  Evening  Services 
featuring  contemporary  liturgical  music. 

The  Silbert  Playground.  Mr.  Gerald 
Silbert,  a  Vice  President  and  Trustee  of 
the  Synagogue,  and  his  wife,  Ramie 
joined  in  increasing  their  gift  for  the 
Silbert  Playground  on  the  roof  of  the  new 
building.

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Endings  And  Beginnings 

On  the  holiday  of  Simhat  Torah  the 
Torah  is  completed  and  then  immediately 
begun  again.  As  I  witness  this  phenomenon 
every  year,  it  seems  to  me  to  make  a  point 
about  the  study  of  Torah  which  should  be 
learned  and  applied  in  general. 

There  are  some  people  who  would  like 
to  study  about  Judaism,  and  yet  they 
never  have  the  will-power  to  begin.  They 
have  the  feeling  that  they  know  so  little, 
that  the  goal  is  so  far  off,  and  it  is  there¬ 
fore  impossible  to  even  begin.  Yet  that  is 
not  so.  One  of  the  most  important  actions 
we  can  take  is  to  begin  the  study  of  Torah. 

And  yet  there  are  those  who  have  begun 
many  a  time  and  have  found  it  difficult 
to  make  it  to  the  end  of  a  course,  to  the 
end  of  a  book,  or  to  the  end  of  any  study 
project  they  plan.  For  those  who  find  it 
easy  to  begin  and  hard  to  end,  their 
challenge  should  be  to  make  it  to  the  end 
of  some  course  of  study.  Perhaps  they  have 
begun  reading  one  book  of  the  Bible  and 
have  been  unable  to  complete  it  in  years 
past.  Why  not  this  year  finish  that  book? 
Make  the  ending  of  study  as  important 
as  the  beginning  always  has  been. 

And  for  those  who  have  not  yet  had  the 
ability  to  begin,  this  is  of  course  the  time. 

As  the  High  Holy  Day  season  becomes 
a  memory  of  the  past,  all  the  stimulation 
and  interest  the  Holidays  provide  can  also 
become  memories  of  the  past.  That  should 
not  be.  What  must  be  recalled  is  the  need 
to  create  projects,  to  get  involved  in  study 
programs,  to  come  to  the  Sherr  Institute 
and  to  decide  that  it  is  time  to  take  a 
course.  To  begin,  and  to  end.  That  is  the 
true  joy  of  Simhat  Torah.

Joel  J.  Cohen 


Joel  Cohen  is  honored  by  the  congre¬ 
gation  as  Hatan  Torah  for  his  service  to 
the  synagogue.  The  Cohen  family  have 
been  members  of  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
for  the  past  ten  years.  Mr.  Cohen  was 
invited  to  join  the  Advisory  Council  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  several  years  later 
after  a  chance  meeting  with  George  M.

Students  To  Affix  Mezuzot 
To  Doorposts  Of  Classrooms 

During  the  week  of  the  dedication  of 
the  new  school  building  students  in  all 
classes  of  the  Primary  and  Elementary 
Departments  of  the  Mazer  School  of  Reli¬ 
gious  Studies  will  learn,  in  an  experiential 
way,  the  meaning  and  origin  of  the 
Mezuzah  —  the  doorpost  symbol. 

The  Mezuzah  is  an  outward  sign  of 
God’s  presence  and  a  sanctification  of  a 
dwelling  place,  in  this  instance,  our  class¬ 
rooms.  It  contains  a  piece  of  parchment  on 
which  is  written  the  first  two  paragraphs 
of  the  Shema.  The  parchment  is  then 
rolled  into  a  case  and  is  affixed,  slanting 
from  left  to  right,  in  the  top  third  of  the 
right  side  of  each  classroom  doorway. 

In  affixing  Mezuzot  to  the  doorposts 
of  every  classroom,  the  students  will  be 
carrying  out  the  Biblical  injunction  found 
in  Deuteronomy  6,  9  and  11,  20,  “  .  .  . 
and  you  shall  write  them  upon  the  door¬ 
posts  of  your  house  and  upon  your  gates.” 
Rabbi  Judah  Nadich,  Rabbi  Harlan  J. 
Wechsler,  Cantor  David  Lefkowitz  and 
Mr.  Mark  Kushner,  our  Assistant  Cantor, 
will  join  the  students  in  the  ceremony  of 
affixing  the  Mezuzot. 


David  J.  Putterman  Remembered 

The  19th  of  Tishri,  which  this  year 
corresponded  to  Monday,  September  29, 
marked  the  first  anniversary  of  the  passing 
of  our  beloved  friend  and  teacher,  Hazzan 
David  J.  Putterman,  “zikhrono  livrakhah.” 

His  ministry  for  half  a  century  deeply 
touched  thousands  of  congregants,  hun¬ 
dreds  of  Bar  and  Bar  Mitzvah  students,  two 
generations  of  professional  cantors  and 
affected  modern  synagogues  throughout 
the  world. 

David  Putterman  was  a  pioneering  can¬ 
tor.  The  first  American-born,  American- 
trained  Hazzan  to  rise  in  stature  in 
Hazzanut,  he  sought  to  preserve  the  tra¬ 
ditions  of  Jewish  prayer;  yet  he  fought 
valiantly  to  always  maintain  the  utmost 
in  dignity  for  the  Jewish  worship  service. 
He  developed  a  mode  of  worship  at  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  which  became  a 
standard  of  excellence  for  other  congre¬ 
gations  to  emulate. 

Cantor  Putterman  was  a  source  of  inspi¬ 
ration  and  incredible  encouragement  to  me 
during  the  three  years  he  lived  following 
his  retirement.  He  was  always  ready  to 
assist,  rarely  prone  to  criticise  and  would 
never  interfere,  if  not  asked. 

It  is  fitting  that  his  memory  and  the 
music  he  commissioned  shall  be  preserved 
in  our  new  building’s  David  J.  Putterman 
Music  Center,  which  will  house  one  of  the 
largest  collections  of  Jewish  music.
